New claims 51 , 54-74 and 76-90 remain rejected under 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the restriction requirement 
for the reasons set forth on page 9 of the Final office Action mailed on 7/20/2009. In particular, the claims are inclusive of a 
genus of nucleoside antimetabolites. However, the specification does not appera to be commensurate in scope with the claimed 
genus. In response to Applicants arguments, the Examienr acknowledges and does not dispute Applicants contention that the 
invention may be practiced analogously for the several antimetabolites disclosed and therefore, the number of species within the 
genus represented by the generic claim should not be at issue. However, the Examiner recognizes that practicing the claimed 
invention does not appear to be the problem. The problem is whether Applicants have reasonsablv showed the possession of 
the claimed genus. This does not appear to be the case, for the reasons set forth in the Final Rejection.
